VETO MESSAGE 


I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, hereby veto Special 
Ordinance No. S-01-77 for the following reasons: 

As I pointed out in my letter dated November 26, 1976, to the members of the 
Redevelopment Commission, I feel there must be a relationship between re¬ 
sponsibility and salary paid throughout the entire Executive Branch in order to 
maintain good employee relations among staff members. 

By elevating the salary of the Director of Redevelopment to the level called for 
in this special ordinance would be disruptive to the Civil City Administrative 
salary schedule. This in no way detracts from the Redevelopment Commission 
nor from the excellent capability of the new director and his job performance. 

The Redevelopment Commission, like other boards and commissions, is an ex¬ 
tension of the Executive branch of government of the City of Fort Wayne, and for 
that reason the budgets, salaries, and employees should be a joint effort between 
the Commission members, the Mayor, and City Council. By establishing a con¬ 
tinuing liaison before decisions are made, it will ensure that departments opera¬ 
ting under boards and commissions will coordinate into an efficient and effective 
Administration with the other Civil City Departments under the auspices of the 
Mayor and City Council and provide the most cooperative atmosphere for their 
operations. 

While City Council should not relinquish its review of the total city budget, I 
agree with Council that the commitment to Robert Turk at the time of his em¬ 
ployment by the Redevelopment Commission should be honored; therefore, I am 
submitting an ordinance which provides for honoring that commitment and I urge 
the Council to uphold my Veto of this Ordinance which allows for abdication of 
Council responsibility to establish and review salaries.

*-I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of yle City 
hereby veto General Ordinance No. \G-02-77, 
following reasons: 

I believe that this ordinance is poorly timed and unnecessary. 
Parking meters should not be regarded as a punitive means\Of 
raising capital. They often are, by their very existence, 
a nuisance to parkers and a psychological detriment to 
parking. 



They become necessary evils, however, when lack of space 
mandates that parkers be restricted to the amount of time 
during which they are allowed to "rent" a space in which 
to park their cars. Considering the efforts being expended 
by this Administration and City Council to improve the 
climate of Downtown Fort Wayne, it is totally inappropriate 
to increase the burden on users of metered parking spaces by 
adding additional penalties to overtime parking fines. 


Adequate provisions already exist for adding penalties on 
those not paying their parking tickets promptly, and non¬ 
payers are liable to be taken to court which adds court 
costs to the amount of their fine. In short, a stricter 
enforcment of existing laws would make this ordinance 
totally unnecessary. 

Finally I am concerned that this ordinance works a hardship 
on many’people least able to pay such additional penalties. 
It seems reasonable that a substantial percentage of non¬ 
payers and late payers are those who are unable to spare 
the cost of their fine. I simply cannot support adding 
the burden of additional penalties to the financial problems 
of those people.
